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1. In the recent Oc¥P Convention, opposition between Chancellor Figl and 
State Secretory Graf ley at the root.of the so-called War Genoration 
issue, The following are the respective factions attached to Figl and 


Graf: 


a, Figl adherents: Raab, Gruber, Kraus, Kolb, Eckert, Widmann, Hartmann, 
and irs. Paunovic. It will be noted that most of these individuals 
are molibers of the Wirtséhoftsbund of the OcVP, and Figl hinself has 
the Bauernbund behind him. This moans that Pip] has almost 4/Sthoe of 
the numerical strength and at loast 90% of tho economic strongth of the 
OeVP behind hin, Since differences with Graf began to crop up, Figl 
has succeeded in having nost of the election campaign funds, which come 
larpoly from the Uirtschaftsbund, divorted to his own offico by Raab, 
leaving Graf, who is officially charged with organization and election 
natters, with almost nothing. The following is an example of how Figi's 
control of the party funds vorks outs At a recent OeVP Praesidiun mect~ 
ing, members of the Party Youth Movement requested 45,000 schillings to 
sond delegates to an International Youth Congress of the HCI (Nouvelle 
Equipe Intornationele), Graf stated that there wore no funds availoblo 
for this purpose, Figl, however, asked the delogates to core to his 
office and said he would give them the money. Gruber is in the Figl 
camp becnuse he considers Graf's righting tendencies dangerous to his 
foreign policy. Though Gruber has personal aspirations for Figl's job, 


he is more afraid of Gfaf than of Figl. 


b. Graf adherentc: Uurdes, Jeinberzer, Krauland, Polear, Altenburger, Bock, 
and Fritz Zink, lurdes has tended to vacillate between the two groups 
and at the timo of the Party Congress he gave tho apnoaranes of support= 
int Firl. For that reason, source previously mentioned Ilurdes as being 
on Pipl's side in the "Wer Generation" controvorsy. Iturdes, like Graf, 
has no personal following and would, thorefore, like to build up the 
Jar Generation mich in the same way that Graf would like to. 

Weinberger is definitely on the Graf side in spite of his sincer. anti- 
Magi feclines. ‘ise aninosity toward Figl in itself is sufficient to put 
hin in the Graf camp. In addition, his health is very bad, and Pclear is 
offoring hin koen cormpetition for the party leadership in Vienna, 
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The break between Figi and Graf, which has come to a head over the ques= 
tion of OclP relations with the exel.azis, actually orizinated as a result 
ef Figl?s discussions with Ermst Fischer in June 1947. Graf and Weinberger 
et that tine were deeply hurt, not because Figl was negotiating with a Con= 
tanist leader, but because they had been left out. Instead of placating 
them, Figl became stubborn and relicd alnost completely on Heber (now de= 
ceased) and Raab. The Graf group clains thet OeVP policy is made only by 
Figl, Raeb, and Gruber, which they clain is highly undenceratic, They also 
elainod to have information thet Figl has negotiated secretly with the 
Yoeialist Party coneérning dissolution of the lAanistry for Property Control 
and Zecononie Planning, 


At a meeting of tho Ce¥P Praesidiun on 30 Vay, the War Generation dispute 

“as not mentioned, although there was evident tension, | There was a clear 

split between the Wirtschaftsbund and tho Workers and Snployces League, 

On 31 May Gref announced that his mein arsistants in the election campaign 
will bes Lukas, l‘oralutti, and Eugen Zink (brother of Fritz). All three 


have Nazi records. In an attempt to break dow resistance of the Party Youth 


“ovenent to the creation of a War Goneration movenent, two Youth Movenent 
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sweaders, Ryker, head of the Vienna organization, and Kittl, have been nominated 


as candidates for election te the postyof Vienna City Councillors by the 


Vienna Oe’P leadership, They were nominated at the insistance of Fritz Zink. 


iMiller, of the Christian Socialist Party of Revaria, who attended the People's 


Party Congress, indicated later that he had noted Grafts attempt to railroad 
through a Yar Generation movement, [le also elained that if the efforts had 
not been crushed, tho OcVP olection of officers might have turned into a 
strongly contested issuc, 


Polear had a definite appointment to meet with Dr, Winkler of the Herbert 
Kraus group (League of Independents) in Salzburg on 26 May for the purpose 
of soliciting Kraus! support for the Graf group. Polear intended to take 
elong Loinkauf, a menber of the Concentration Camp Union, who is in the Graf 
comp, in order to mako it appear that the War Generation also represents the 
resistance novenont, On 25 lay, Dr. Winkler called off the mee without 


eyplanation, Leinkauf is in the Gref camp primrily beccuse his éntire income 


ic Gerived from an OeVP job which he ennnot afford to lose by crossing Graf, 
“uch financial dependence on the CoVP plays an important role in the statue 
of a large mmber of mediun levol party funectionories, 


Neetings have been taking place between the three Bunds vhiehmke up the 
People's Party to determine a formule by which the seats in the National 
Assembly and City Councils will be divided among the Bunds, By 4 June no 


agreement had been achioved, although seven moetinys were hold by the committee 


appointed te make the decision, consisting of Polenr and Woinberger of the 
Workers and Cnployees Bund, Eichorn of the Teonenic Bund, Hationalrat Waller 
of the Peasant Bund, and lirs, Kittl of the Yonon's Movement of the Vorty. 


The Seonom.e Bund demands one-half of 211 seats captured by the People's Party 


ia Vienna, both in the Uational Assorbly and the City Council. Unity will 


have to be achieved before 15 June ulier. the Vienna district and precinct meet= 


ings for nominating candidates will borin.

These demands were discussed at length and the following compromises vere 
reached: 


. The tier Generation would be built inte tho youth movement of the People's 
Party as o semi-autonomous organization under the nane of Junge Front. 


The Junge Front will heve its own membership and iscue,nembership cards 
in the nane of "The Junge Front of the Youth ‘ovement. 
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b, The organ of the youth movement, Ruf der Jursend, will be transformed into 
a "militant paper” named Junge Front. The dditor of Ruf der Jugend, Franz 
Clleler, will remain as editor, but since he is an opponent of the War 
Generation, he will prebably not lest long. A meeting of the governing 
body of the Usterrelschiicher Verlag will be called to declare Ruf der 
gungend incolvent and Jaunch the new paper, presumably before 1 July 1949. 
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2, Secretary Graf pave his assurance thet if the Junge Front is approved 
by the Party Leadership, he ean provide the funds necessary to pay the 
silaries of the new secretarios and to carry the paper.
